The Newly Elected Head of Republic of 


China Intends to Stamp Out War- 


Popular With Masses. 


Shanghai, China, Dec. 29.—Immediate- 


ly following the receipt of word from 
Nanking that he had been elected pres- 
ident of the republic of China, Dr. Sun 
Yet Sen handed the following statement 
to the Associated Press with the re- 
quest that it be transmitted to his 
friends in the United States: - . 


'•I consider it my duty to accept the 


presidency. My policy will be to as- 
sure peace and a stable government by 
the promptest methods possible. 
My 


single aim is to insure peace and con- 
tentment of the millions of my fellow 
countrymen."

The news of Dr. Sun let Sen's elec- 


don to the presidency by the delegates 
of the eighteen provinces of China prop- 
er at their conference at Nanking spreat 
with extraordinary rapidity among the 
population.

new passenger station. Clinton street, the source of 
all present differences and the one big bone of con- 
tion, if the committee's recommendations are followed, 
is to remain in abeyance pending a thorough examina- 
tion of the physical problems by engineers. 
Mean- 


while neither party to this dispute is to suffer any 
prejudice or forfeiture of rights or position by reason 
of the completion of the work west of Calhoun street 
if an agreement to take that step is reached. The pro- 
posal to proceed with the west side improvements 
has powerful endorsement and there is no reason any- 
way why that work should be held up at further pub- 
lic expense and inconvenience while awaiting settle- 
ment of the Clinton street dispute. Much importance 
is attached to the west side situation as a club with 
which to force the Clinton street/matter, but so long 
as the city obstructs completion of the work the rail- 
road has no immediate need of what the city is with- 
holding. 
Perhaps engineering skill can yet find a

The blind citizens of the 
United States, and there are today more 
than 80,000 of-them, express the deepest 
gratification at the promise of success 
announced by the. organizers of the 
movement, and it is the belief of Presi- 
dent Thomas Nelson Page and his co- 
adjutors in the movement that within 
the coming year tangible results will 
liave been manifested and a real start 
mad* 


The necessity for standardization of 


the systems of blind alphabets is ex- 
plained by Miss Etta .loswlyn Giftin, 
secretary of th« association. To a World 
correspondent'Hiss Giffin said: 


"We.have now fly separate and dis- 


tinct systems of blind alphabets. - .To 
learn any out of the number requires 
months of practice and the achievement 
of any real facility in the reading of 
any one nf these systems requires Sev- 
ern 1 years. 


* Will Stop Wasted Energy. 


"Today there, are books obtainable 


in nny of the five types in limited quan- 
tities' There, have been numerous repe- 
titions of tlio productions of the great 
works of literature and every bit of re- 
production is just so much wasted energy.

"These treaties- are drawn in

sweeping and vague general terms, es; 
pecially in the use of the word 'justice- 
able.' that they might, in any concrete 
case, be held to mean anything or noth- 
ing, and to encourage just the kind of 
double-dealing and bad fai^h which is 
now being shown. One thing is certain.; 
if the question of the interpretation of 
a treaty is not 'justiceable' then there 
never can any question arise which is 
justiccable. If the action taken in abro- 
gating the Russian treaty is not utter 
and complete violation of the 
whole 


spirit and purpose of the proposed arbi- 
tration treaties, then tho latter are not 
worth the paper on which they are writ- 
ten. 
I believe that we are right in abro- 


gating the Russian treaty, just because 
I also believe that the general arbitra- 
tion treaties are not worth the paper on 
which they are written. 


"The point upon which I insist is that 


this nation should behave without hy- 
pocrisy and with straightforward sin- 
cerity in its international relations; that I 
[it should not lie, nor make 
promises 


which it would not 'keep. I do not ques- 
tion the honesty and sincerity of the 
many good people who, without suf- 
ficient thought, and in response to a 
vague general sentiment in favor of 
both peace and justice which fails to 
realize that sometimes peace can be ob- 
tained only at the expense of justice, 
have advocated both the universal arbi- 
tration treaties and the abrogation of 
the Russian treaty. But when the na- 
tion, through its government, acts, it 
cannot plead the excuse of lack 
of', 


thought. If as a people our action is 
insincere and. lacking in straightforward- 
ness, then, when this nction has been 
officially taken, we cannot escape 
the 


charge "of hypocrisy when later we fail 
to live up to our promises. 
' 


"It is arrant hvpocrisy for this nation 


to support the unamended arbitration 
treaties at the same time that we abro- 
gate the Russian treaty, and to do so i» 
lo put this nation in a thoroughly false 
and discreditable attitude.
